In connection with the above captioned civil suit, the plaintiff ROBNETT seeks 
to recover ^100,000 damages because of an alleged libel contained in JOHN ROY. "" 
CARLSON'S bookN^Under Cover" which had been published by the defendant, E. P. 
Dutton and Company. 

On September 13 and 14, 1946 all but two of the twelve jurors and two alternate 
jurors received printed material through the mail which was deemed prejudicial 
to the trial and resulted in adjudging the case a mistrial. On September 16, 

1946 Federal District Judge JOHN P. BARNES requested the assistance of this 
office in ascertaining the identity of the person 00 : persons mailing this material 
which consisted of reprints of an article entitled \uncovering 1 Under Cover': the 
Real Facts About the Smear Book's Odd Author" by JOHN FL YNN. This article 
originally appeared in the "Washington Times-Herald" on Sunday, April 23, 1944. 


On September 17, 1946 an additional juror, T _|received a com¬ 

munication through the mail which he turned over unopened to Judge BARNES. This, 
as well as the other specimens received, is being enclosed for examination for 
possible latent fingerprints. Efforts are presently being made to secure the 
fingerprints of the jurors and other persons known to have handled the prejudicial 
material.

As of possible assistance to the Bureau, JOHN ROY CARLSON on September 18, 1946 
submitted to this office six self-explanatory specimens of material previously 
distributed by extremist organizations in Chicago. This material may possibly 
be of assistance to the FBI Laboratory in conducting the examination requested. 
When no further need for this material exists, CARLSON requested that it be re¬ 
turned to him at the following address; Friends :of Democracy, 137 East 57th 
Street, New York 22, New York. 


It is requested that the Identification Division advise this office whether it 
is possible to develop latent fingerprints of value in the specimens submitted. 
It is also requested that this office be advised concerning the results of the 
examination conducted by the FEI Laboratory. Fingerprint specimens of the other 
jurors will be submitted to the Bureau in the neair future.

The address tapes attached to the items comprising specimen Q1 were 
compared with the address tapes attached to the envelopes included with Q2 
through Qlli and it was found that they differed in length and width. 

The typewriting appearing on specimen Q1 was compared with the type¬ 
writing appearing on specinens Q2 through Qlli without effecting an identifica¬ 
tion. 


It was concluded that the typewriting appearing on the address tapes 
attached to the envelopes included with specimens Q2 through Qlli was prepared 
on a machine equipped with Remington pica type, which is spaced ten letters per 
inch. Remington pica type is generally found on Remington typewriters; however, 
it would be passible to place this stylo of type on any machine by special 
request. 


The typewriting and the printed matter Included with specimens Q2 
through Qlli were compared with the appropriate sections of the Anonymous Letter 
File and the File of Writings pertaining to National Security, but no identifi¬ 
cation was effected.

RESULT OF EXAMINATION i 

It was concluded that the typewriting appearing on apecimena 
, w 2 through 014 was not prepared on any of the mac)lines used to prepare 
the typewriting appearing on spscimens 0 l 5 » end Q17 through ^19. 

Specimen Q16 contains no typewriting, the addreos having been torn off. 

Specimens QI 5 through Q19 bear no address tapes similar to the 
address tapes appearing on the previously submitted specimens, Q2 
through 014 . 

The phyoioal charaoterietics of specimens 015 and 016 were found 
to differ from the characteristics of the previously submitted brown 
manila envelopes, Q2 through Q14. However, the style and dimensions of 
specimens Q 17 and Q 19 ore reasonably similar to the style and dimensions 
of Q 2 through Q 14 and it is possible that these envelopes may have come 
from the same source. 

Specimen Q18 le also similar in style and dimensions but has a 
different surface finish from the previously submitted specimens. 

It may be noted that the return address on specimen Qiy le 
"8 S. Dearborn St. ff70Q Chicago 3, Illinois 11 . 

Specimens Q2 through Q14 were previously submitted by your office 
with a letter dated September 24, 194&.

$100,000.00 suit pending against JOHN ROTVaRLSON, author of "Under 
Cover." In a third suit ROBNETT is the plaintiff and seeks $1,000,000.00 b6 
damages against the Blue Network. b7c

ROY CARLSON has submitted additional specimens of envelopes previously 
utilized by extremist organizations in Chicago. This material, as well as 
that submitted to the Laboratory with reference memorandum, may possibly 
assist the laboratory in conducting the examination requested. Five manila 
ivelopes are enclosed, three of which were used by the Patriotic Research 
Bureau, an organizat ion in which EL IZABETHNDILLING was active.

Judge BAEKES requested that this office endeavor to ascertain tho identity of 
the person or persons responsible for the transmittal of these articles to 
the jurors.

On September 25, 1946 the jury returned a sealed verdict in t'is case, finding 
the defendant guilty and assessing the. plaintiff's damages at 0l»

Assistant Director L. B. NICHOLE of the Bureau requested by a telephone call 
to this office on December 4, 1946 that this office endeavor to obtain a copy 
of Judge BARNES 1 opinion handed down in connection with this case. This 
information was furnished by letter to the Bureau dated December 5, 1946. On 
September 25, 1946 the plaintiff in this ease made a motion for a new trial 
because the amount of damages awarded van grossly inadequate. The plaintiff's 
attorney states that "the verdict for Ol indicates either perversity or gross 
misconception of the evidence on the part of the jury." U, 3, District Judge 
JOHN ?. BARNES, in denying the motion, made statements which have boon widely- 
quoted in the press of Chicago. These statements as secured from the official 
court records are quoted as follows: 

Court: " .ell, I think I may properly state that had this 
case been tried by the Court without a jury, the 
Court would have assessed damages in a vory sub¬ 
stantial sum.

'•The charges in the book in the first place, the book is over 
500 pages of twaddle, just Waddle, witfr a fen outrageous 
charges, ’wholly unfounded charges, of which any citizen - any 
. loyal citizen may very properly complain. 

"And they, charge - I think they charge Plaintiff - this 
book charges the plaintiff with boing disloj'al, being 
a Ilazi agent, being an enemy of the United States, and 
boing anti-Semitic. And I didn't hear any evidence of 
the truth of those charges. It wasn't attempted to show 
that ho was a Nazi agent. It wasn't attemptod to show that 
he was an enemy of tho country. It was attempted to show 
that ho was anti-Semitic. I didn't see any ovidence of 
that fact. 

"I think that book was. written by o wholly irresponsible 
person who was willing to say anything 'for money. I 
wouldn't believe him on oath, nor; or any tins hereafter. 

"I think tliat book was published by a publisher who was 
willing to publish anything, for money. That is what I 
think about it. I don't think they made, any adequate 
investigation of tho author of that book. If they had 
the;'- would not publish it unless they pared more for the 
almighty dollar than they care for human decency. That is 
the -way 1 feel about it. 

"So I say that had I been trying this ease there would have 
been substantial damages assessed agaipst this defendant, 
because I think he is guilty, as guilty as any person lias 
ever been in this' court.. i 

"However, I liave very groat respect for tho judgment of 
twelve persons. The matter of damages,is one peculiarly 
committed to - peculiarly fitted to be determined by a jury. 

I think the fact that they found this dofondnt guilty is 
ovidonco that they woro using some discretion. Thore arc a 
lot of people out' on the lunatic fringes of these questions. 
Sometimes some of these people got on the jury. This jury 
had the good judgment to' determine that this defendant was 
guilty, as-it was. I lor, tliat is of very .great credit to 
those twelve people. \ 

"Having had. that good judgment I do not feci justified in 
setting axis'- individual judgment against theirs, as to the 
amount of damages, so your motion will be overruled and 
denied." 
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It should be: pointed out that GSCRCEa -irASmi-IGTOji BOBIETT is also soeking to 
recover damages in two additional cases, in one of which the blue Network 
Company, Incorporated, is the defendant* CARL30H is the defendant in the 
other case presently pending in the U, S. District Court in Chicago* 

The above iioforraation relating to Judge BA BESS': coments was contained in 
the letter from the Chicago Office to the Dureaju datod December 5, 1946. 

The results of the investigation conducted by the Chicago Office were 
brought to the attention of Judge BARKIS, who stated tiiat even though the 
identity of the person or persons responsible for perpetrating this jury 
tampering load not been learned, he felt it was a worthwhile undertaking 
and appreciated the efforts put forth in this mattor. 

As the logical leads in this case have been exhausted, this case is being 
closed* The bulky exhibits, consisting of knovm fingorprint specimens 
previously submitted to the Identification Division and the prejudicial 
material received by th e jurors, are bein-- de stroyed: however, the com¬ 
munication addressed to l l is being retained, inasmuch 

as cne latent fingerprint was developed on this Jspocinon and also for 
possible future reference.
